REPORT of the Comptroller and Auditor General upon the Account 
of the Receipt and Expenditure of the Irish Land Commission under 
the Provisions of the “ Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1881 ” (44 & 45 Yict. c. 49), 
for the Period from 1st April 1882 to 31st March 1883; prepared and 
submitted to the House of Commons in pursuance of the 56th Section of 
that Act. 


1. In the period of this Account there have been advanced to 80 tenants to enable 
them to purchase their holdings from their landlords, sums amounting to 44,488 Z. 

2. There has also been advanced to nine tenants to enable them to purchase their hold- 
ings from the Land Commission, 1,655 Z. 

3. The sum of 2,155 Z. 1 s. 8 d. has been paid for the purchase, and for extinguishing a 
charge thereon, of an estate, for the purpose “ of re-selling to the tenants of the lands 
“ comprised in such estate their respective holdings.” 

4. Advances have been made to landlords in respect of arrears of rent due to them by 
tenants antecedent to the year expiring on the gale day next before the passing of the 
Land Law /Ireland) Act, 1881, amounting to 18,330 Z. 12 s. A portion of the rent charge 
created in repayment of these advances, viz., 8,935 Z. 14 s. 3 d., has been cancelled during 
the year in pursuance of section 15 of the “ Arrears of Rent (Ireland) Act, 1882. 

The foregoing constitute the whole of the transactions of the Land Commission under 
the advance and purchase clauses of the Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1881. 


5. The transactions under the Arrears of Rent (Ireland) Act, 1882, were 

Payments to or for the benefit of landlords in settlement of arrears of rent of 
sums amounting to 119,839 Z., and the 

Payments to the Commissioners of Public Works, Ireland, to provide for grants 
for emigration purposes, of 1,000 Z. 

The following observations appear necessary on the transactions above referred to. 

6 In pursuance of the regulations made by the Treasury, in accordance with section 56 
of the Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1881, the production of the deeds relating to advances 
to tenants, &c., was required in Ireland, Avhen it was ascertained that three of the deeds 
for advances under the 24th and 35th sections could not be produced, it having been 
explained that “ the tenants in these cases have not yet got their conveyances from the 
“ Landed Estates Court.” 

V Section 1 of the Arrears of Kent (Ireland) Aet, 18S2, directs tlrat in cases of hold- 
ings valued at not more than 30 1. a year, the Commissioners may make an order for the 
payment to, or for the benefit of, the landlord of a sum equal to one-half of certain 
antecedent arrears, subject to the limitation that the sum so paid shall not exceed the 
yearly rent payable in respect of the holding at the period for which arrears are paid , 
and that the application shall not have been made after the period fixed by section 10. 

■With the yiew of ascertaining whether these provisions had been complied with, I 
requested the Commissioners to furnish me with the necessary information. 

With this request the Commissioners have not complied, and have stated their reasons 
for refusing compliance. Prominent amongst them is their contention that by the 
4th section of theAct they “have full jurisdiction to hear and determine all matters 
“ whether of law or fact that may require to be determined by them for the purposes of 
a the Act ” and that “ whether the limitations m question have or have not been bam 
« greased, f„rm matters which require to be determined by the Land Commission. 

I am, however, advised that the purpose of the Act being to provide public money on 
certain conditions (as specified above), where those conditions are not fulfilled, the : juris 
diction of the Commissioners does not arise; and further that they are not justified by 
any definition of their powers under the Act in refusing information. 

I am, therefore, unable to certify that the payments, amounting in this year to 119,839 ., 
have been made in accordance with the conditions imposed by the statute - 
regards four vouchers which through the courtesy of the Commissioners, my ofiic 
were enabled to examine in Ireland. „ , 

The correspondence with the Land Commissioners on the subject will be lounci 
annexed. . , 

8 The snm of 1,000 Z. is charged in the account as a portion of the 100,000 Z. a «^orise 
by motion ““of the Arrears of Rent (Ireland) Aet, 1882, to be rssued under Iieasury 
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sanction by the Commissioners of Public Works to certain Boards of Guardians of 
unions, as free grants for emigration purposes. 

As the accounts furnished to me by the Commissioners of Public Works, and by the 
Land Commissioners, did not supply any information with regard to the main conditions 
on which the grants were to be issued, viz. : 

That the sums granted did not exceed 5 l. for each person, and 

That each grant had been made on the recommendation of the Lord Lieutenant, 
stating that he was satisfied that the guardians of the unions were unable to make 
adequate provision for the emigration purposes of the unions, and _ that proper 
arrangements had been made for securing the satisfactory emigration of such 
persons, — 

I caused letters to be addressed to the Commissioners of Public Works and the Land 
Commissioners, requesting to be furnished with the necessary information, but having 
failed to obtain it, E am unable to state whether these conditions have been adhered to or 
infringed.

I am directed to inform you that the Comptroller and Auditor General has had under his notice, among 
others, a payment of 784 1 17 s. 9 d., made to Mrs. Sarah Prior-W and esf or d, in the month of December 
1882, in settlement of arrears of rent, under the provisions of the Act 45 & 46 Yict. c. 47, s. 1. The pay- 
ment is supported by the receipt of the payee, and by the copy of an order signed by Mr. Commissioner 
Litton, setting forth that the “ preliminary and other conditions,” referred to in the Act, have been 
proved to the satisfaction of the Irish Land Commission. I am to observe that the terms of the statute,- 
while leaving to the Land Commissioners the task of deciding whether the preliminary conditions have 
or have not been complied with, a discretion which the Comptroller and Auditor General has no wish in 
any way to question, impose the following limitations, viz. : — 

1. That the Act is to be applied only in the case of holdings valued at not more than 30/. a 
year. 

2. That the amount advanced shall not exceed one-half of the antecedent arrears, or one year’s 
rent of the holding. 

3. That applications shall not be made after a specified date. 

The duty of satisfying himself that these limitations have not been transgressed would appear to 
devolve upon the Comptroller and Auditor General ; and I am therefore to request that he may be fur- 
nished in all cases, with detailed schedules showing the amount advanced in respect of each holding, the 
annual rent of such holding, and the amount of the antecedent arrears due from each tenant, as ascer- 
tained by the Commissioners, and the date of the application. I am to add, that it would appear 
desirable that the orders of the Commissioners directing payment should be furnished in original, or if 
from any cause that course be impracticable, that the copies transmitted to this Department should be 
duly certified by a Commissioner, or by the Secretary.

The Irish Land Commissioners desire me to acknowledge the receipt of Mr. Treherne’s letter (No. 732) 
of the 29th ultimo, in which, after referring to the limitations imposed by the terms of the statute upon 
the right of tenants to apply under the Arrears Act, he proceeds to observe that the duty of satisfying 
himself that the limitations have not been transgressed would appear to devolve upon the Comptroller 
and Auditor General, and in his letter he accordingly asks that detailed schedules be furnished by the 
Land Commission to the Exchequer and Andit Department, so that the Comptroller and Auditor 
General may satisfy himself that certain of the statutory limitations have been regarded in all cases.

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I am to observe that your attention seems not to have been drawn to the 4th Section of the Statute, 
by which it is enacted that the Land Commission shall have full jurisdiction to hear and determine all 
matters, whether of law or fact, that may require to be determined by them for the purpose of the Act. 

Whether the limitations in question have or have not been transgressed form matters which require to 
be determined by the Land Commission for the purpose of the Act, and they are accordingly placed 
within the jurisdiction of the Land Commissioners. 

If it were otherwise, and if it were deemed necessary to prepare detailed schedules, such as are suggested 
in Mr. Treherne’s letter, the labour and expense of compiling such documents would be so great as to 
render the task almost impracticable. It would for the purpose be necessary to re-arrange more than 
130,000 applications according to their voucher number in the payment schedules, and to extract from 
both the original applications and the registers such information as would be required for filling up the 
columns in the proposed detailed schedules. The accurate preparation of schedules, containing at least 
six columns, in (say) 130,000 cases would be, I am to repeat, a task of enormous magnitude, involving 
the continued employment of the officials of the Arrears Branch of the Land Commission for a period of 
some months longer than they would otherwise be required. 

The Land Commissioners are prepared, as requested in Mr. Treherne’s letter, either to certify the 
accuracy of the copies of the orders for payment, with the schedules annexed, or to submit the original 
documents for inspection of the examiners of the Exchequer and Audit Department.

2. That each grant shall only be made on the recommendation of the Lord Lieutenant, stating 
that the Lord Lieutenant is satisfied that the guardians are unable to make adequate provision for 
the emigration purposes of the union, and that proper arrangements have been made for securing 
the satisfactory emigration of such persons. 

In reply I am to state, for the information of the Comptroller and Auditor General, that a board of 
guardians, on applying to have their union, or any portion of it, added to the second schedule of the Act 
referred to, were required to furnish a statement in the accompanying form giving particulars respecting 
the condition of the union. The circumstances of each electoral division having been considered, a grant 
not exceeding 5 1. in any case, was authorised by the Lord Lieutenant for each person emigrating from 
such electoral divisions as were, with the Lord Lieutenant’s consent, added to the second schedule of the 
Act, on his Excellency’s being satisfied that the guardians of the union were unable, without unduly 
burdening the ratepayers, to make adequate provision by borrowing under the powers conferred by the 
Arrears of Rent (Ireland) Act, or otherwise, for the emigration purposes of the union. 

The board of guardians, on submitting the names of applicants for assistance to emigrate under the 
Act from each scheduled electoral division, the case of each person or family was inquired into by the 
Emigration Committee appointed by the Lord Lieutenant under Section 21 of the Act, and the guardians 
were allowed by the Local Government Board, for each person .selected by the Emigration Committee, a 
sum not exceeding the amount fixed by the Lord Lieutenant for the electoral division from which such 
person emigrated. 

Annexed is a copy of the rules prescribed by the Lord Lieutenant to secure the satisfactory emigration 
of the persons for whom grants were allowed. 

I am at the same time to observe, that when the Local Government Board applied to have a grant 
made for emigration purposes, the Commissioners of Public Works were acquainted, for the information 
of the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, whose sanction was obtained to the issue of 
grants under the Act, with the number of persons for whom such grant was required.
